THE TALE AS TOLD BY THE WIRES, 

}\ RicHMoND, November 7.—Two negroes {were shot 
ih Staunton yesterday by a white man named Ro- 
gan. One is dangerously hurt, but the other only 
slightly. There was intense excitement eccasioned 
by the shooting and great crowds of whites and 
blacks gathered, and things looked threatening, 
when the mayor arrived and appealed to the peo- 
ple to disperse quietly. Hesaid that from all he 
could learn the shooting was entirely unprovoked, 
and that Rogan should be punished to the fullest 
extentofthe law. He asked both races to act 
peacefully, assured them that there should 
be no bulldozing about the polls. If any attempt 
was made to have votes interfered with, all the 
power of the city should be brought to bear te pro- 
tectevery manin his rights. The speech hada 
most happy effect, and both crowds dispersed. 
Good feeling was restored and the voting proceeded 
quietly. The mayor refused to bail Roganin any 
amount, and committed him tojail for trial. Itis 
impossible to obtain reliable particulars of the af- 
fair. There was no previous difficulty between the 
men, and no angry words passed. The democrats 
Claim that the shooting was accidental, and those 
of the opposite party attribute it to drunkenness 
and feeling occasioned by the Danville riot. With 
this exception election day was unusually quiet 
and a tremendous vote polled. 

THE RETURNS COMING IN, 

Full returns show the total vote of Rich- 
mond to be 13,148, the largest ever cast, a demo- 
ratic majority of 2,616. In Hanover,senatorial dis- 
trict, General William C, Wickham, straight out re- 
publican, was voted for by the democrats and 
defeats A. W. Jones, coalitionist, a gain of an- 
other senator for the democrais. The returns up 
to midnight cause the democrats to claim sufficient 
gains togive them agood working majority in the 
house, and two or three in the senate, with a pros- 
pect of increasing the estimate. Decided demo- 

cratic gains are reported from Wythe, Montgomery, 
Smyth, Bland and Keanoke counties. The Dis- 
‘patch, the leading democratic journal of the state, 
Claims aglorious victory with a majority on joint 
ballot of ten, which may possibly be increased to 
‘twenty-five.

WasdINGTON, November 7.—Senaior Blair, of the 
senate committee, appointed to investigate the 
labor question, said to-day that the committee 
would, in a tew days, leave Washington for Birm- 
ingham, Ala., and would take testimony there and

THE CONDITION OF THE IRON INDUSTRY. 

PITTSBURG, November 7.—The announcement 
that the Lackawanna iron mills had taken a con- 
tract for 30,000 tons of stee) rai] at $85 per ton oeca- 
sioned considerable talk among those interested in 
thatindustry here. Thomas M. Carnegie, of the 
Edgar Thompson and Pittsburg bessimer mills, in 
an interview said they could not manufacture rails 
at that price, and as the orders on hand would not 
keep the mills running longer than the first of Jan- 
uary, they would probably be compelled to shut 
down. By the stopping of the mills at Homestead 
and Braddock, nearly 5,000 men would be thrown 
outof employment, and the coke trade be materi- 
ally interfered with.

DIGGING FOR GOLD. 


Spiritualistic Freaks on a New York Farm—The Night 
Hunters, 

ELMIRA, N. Y., November 7.—Some men and wo- 
men whoclaim to be Spiritualists have been dig- 
ging for gold On the farm of Wood Demarest, near 
Chemung, on the Mount Zoar road. The spot 
where the digging was done is out of view of the 
farmhouse and the road. For three successive 
nights the mraneger of the farm of Catherine Sly 
which adjoins that of Mr. Demarest, was awakened 
just before midnight by men and women passing 
the house. On the fourth night he followed them. 
When they arrived at the spot where they had been 
digging, the party, consisting of nine men and four 
women, formed in a circle round a holein the 
ground and began a series of incantatious and 
went through some queer movements. At oneside 
a fire had -beea kindled, and above thighunga 
smalliron pot,in which one of the women was 
brewing a mixture, all the time keeping up the 
same singing as the others. 

At 12 o’clock the pot was lifted from the fire and 
its contents thrown into the hole and then the men 
fellto work digging with all theil might, while the 
women gathered around the fire andchatted. The 
men worked until four o’clock and then hid their 
tools and the iron potin a hollow tree near by and 
started for their homes. The next day Mr. Dema- 
rest was informed of the transaction, and with Mrs, 
Siy’s farm manager went to the lot where the dig- 
ging had been done. There they found the things 
as described. A large hole about twenty feet 
square and ten feet deep bad been dug and the 
loose earth had been piled up around the pit. The 
next nighta watch was kept and when the opera- 
tions were fairly under way Mr. Demarest stepped 
into the circle and demanded an explanation. 

When the party had recovered from their sur- 
prise, one of the number acting as spokesman told 
Mr. Demarest that they were Spiritualists; that they 
had repeated assurances from the spirits of their 
departed friends that there was gold in that par- 
ticular spot; that they had been commanded to go 
there at twelve o'clock and after performing the in- 
cantations deseribed, to dig in ‘a spot which was 
marked and they would find gold. There were to 
be thirteen of them and under no circumstances 
must they work after four o’clock. He said they 
were sure they woula find the gold. Mr. Demarest 
put a stop to the proceedings and threatened, if he 
fou nd them there again, to have them arrested.

WITHDRAWN FROM EGYPT. 

LonDoNn, Wovember7.—The government has is- 
sued orders for the withdrawal from 
large number of British troopsin thatcountry. A 
special dispatch from Hong Kong says Admiral 
Courbet has postponed his attack on Bac Ninh, 
where the Chinese are preparing for a desperate 
defense. He will wait until the roads are sufficiently 
dried to transport heavy eannon over them. He will 
begin the march early in December, by which time 
China will have decided whether she will assist the 
garrison at Bac Ninh. M, Harmand, French civil 
commissioner, will leave Tonquin for home by the 
first steamer. Since the fact that he would depart 
became known, perfect accord has existed between 
the French nayal and military forces. General 
Fauk will take command of the Chinese troops, 
which are gathering in large numbers on the Ton- 
quin frontier. Military preparations are active 
throughout China. The arsenals are busy and 
regiments which have been stationedin the north 
are marching towards the south. Special de- 
spatches from Paris state that M. Waddington, 
French ambassador at London, will resume negotia- 
tions in England on the Tonquin question with the 

Marquis Tzeng, and that both diplomats, with tke 
advice of Lord Granville, British foreign secretary. 
The French transport Mythe, has been ordered to 
Algiers, to embark cavalry for service in Tonquin. 

A NEWSPAPER LIBEL SUIT. 

LONDON, November 7.—The libel case of the Cen- 
tral News vs. the Judy and The Sportsman, for 
charging the Central News with publishing bogus 
telegrams, notably one stating that the dynamite 
plot existed in Canada against Lord Landsdown 
were heard to-cay before the lord mayor. The 
counsel for the plaintiff maintained that the tele- 
grams were received in skeleton shape and had to be 
filled in. One telegram received readthus: ‘‘Spe- 
cial cabinet, Quebec. Dynamite plot—Landsdown 
discovered. Arrest probable. Intense excitement.’’ 
This dispatch was greatly expanded when pub- 
lishea. The employes of the Central News testified 
that the dispatch wasexpanded with matter ob- 
tained from books, a letter, a New York newspaper 
and fiom other sources. The hearing was ad- 
journed. 

THE TIMES ON 0’DONNELL’S COUNSEL. 

LONDON, November 7,—Tbe Times, discussing 
the proposal to allow the American counsel to de 
fend O'Donnell, ssays that to give audience to for 
eign ¢ounsel isa novelty in England, and that no 
ground has been shown for making an exception 
in this case. It may be said, without disparaging 
the ability of the American lawyers who offer their 
services, that the prisoner’s case will not suffer in 
the hands of his English’ counsel. It is not prob- 
able that General Pryor will be debarred from giv- 
ing.O’ Donnell all possible assistance short of taking 
public partin the conduct of the case. More than 
this cannot well be permitted, consistently with the 
principles of our legal system, which in this respect 
resembles that of most of the American states. 

General Pryor says he has notapplied to be admit. 
ted in court to take part in O’ Donnell’s defense, and 
he does not propose to make such an application. He 
states that he isaware of the rule which excludes 
any but an English barrister from pleading in 
British courts, and he doesn’t imagine it will be re- 
laxed in his behalf. Pryor states that O’ Donnell is 
already provided with counsel, in whose fidelity 
and ability his friends have implicit confidence, 
and he has no notion that he could contribute any- 
thing to the efficiency of their efforts. He adds that 

he has received generous and kind atten- 
tion from all with whom he has had occasion to con- 
verse regarding the subject of his visit here. 
OBSTRUCTING EXPATRIATION, 

DUBLIN, November 7.—Ata meeting of the Irish 
national league to‘'day Michael Davitt denounced 
the proposed system of expatriation, and urged the 
league to organizea vigilance committee and to 
frustrate itand to send delegates to the United 
States and Canadaif necessary.

The reportis regarded as improbable, 
as the French reinforcements have only just reached 
Tonquin. Marquis Tseng willsend to Prime Min- 
ister Ferry anote from the Chinese government 
bearing date of the 5th November, expressing sur- 
prise at the attitude attributed to Si Hung Chang 
and approving the Marquis Tseng’s conduct in the 
Tenquin maiter.

THE RESULT IN VIRGINIA. 

The most gratifying event connected with 
Tuesday’s elections is that which restores the 
Old Dominion to the control of those who are 
vitally interested in the political as well as 
the material progress of the state. The at- 
tempt toturn the state overto an irresponsi- 
ble element inimical to the interests of the 
state and people, has been more or less suc- 
cessful, and it was feared that, with the cor- 

_-¥upt influences which the Arthur administra- 
~~ tion had set in motion, it would continue to 
be successful; but the people of Virginia have 
reasserted themselves, and we have probably 
heard the lest of Mahoneism asa _ seriously 
disturbing element. 

Virginia has been both fortunate aad un- 
fortunate. When the rest of the southern 
states were in charge of carpetbaggers and 
scalawags, who were kept in power by feder- 
al bayonets, Virginia was getting along easily 
and comfortably. The people of the state had 
little or no experience with the worst class of 
earpetbaggers, and ignorance had no oppor- 
tunity torule. The state was blessed with 
comparatively good government, and the 
property owners and taxpayers knew nothing 
of the horrors of a government upheld by 
bayonets and based on the support of the 
most ignorant classes. 

Consequently, when Mahone appeared up- 
on the scene, pretending to repre- 
sent a. loval issue of some im- 
portance, the people of the state did not hesi- 
tate to divide. They had no suspicion of the 
real purpose of the Mahone movement, or the 
disastrous results it would bring about. To 
their minds, that unscrupulous agitator and 
demagogue represented a simple question of 
democratic economy, of sufficient importance 
to be made into a party issue. The result has 
been as disastrous and as humiliating to the 
state as carpet-bag rule would have been. 
The state has been in the control of a faction 
more corrupt than the republicans, if such a 
thing were possible, and di-sension, confus- 
ion and misrule have been the order of the 
day.

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THE STOLEN RECORDS. 


The Clerk ot the Superior Court Announces the Ke-~ 
gioning of the Re— Recording. 

Judge Strorg, the clerk of the Fulton ‘superior 
court, issues a proclamation to the citizensof Ful- 
ton county in to-day’s CoNnsTITUTION, in which 
he asks for the original deeds and other 
conveyances which were recorded in the 
stolen books. Some time ago Judge Strong had a 
conversation with the Hon. N. J. Hammond in 
which the question of the validity 
of the deeds, mortgages, etc., as 
recorded in new booksarose. Mr. Hammond re- 
marked thatan act by the legislature would give 
the records a dignity equal to the original or stolen 
records, and such an act was passed by the last 
legislature. Its title “An Act to Amend 
the laws as to. re-recording papers, and the use 
of such records asevidence.’’ fhe first section of 
the actreads: ‘‘Beit enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, that whenever the 
book containing the record of any deed, will, exe- 
eution or other paper, the record of which is pro.

FULTON COUNTY’S DEBT. 


The Board vf County Commissioners Meet in Kegular 
Seasion—Howds Destroyed. 

The board of county commissioners con- 
yened in their chamber at the county court- 
house yesterday morning. There were pres- 
ent Commissioner -Adair, presiding, and 
Commissioners Dodd, Gramling and Hunni- 
cutt; absent Commissioner Murphy. The 
journal of the last meeting was read by the 
secretary of the commussion, Mr. Tyler 
Cooper, and was duly approved. Bills against 
the county aggregating about $20,000 were 
audited. In this.ssum was $5,000 which was 
paid to the Messrs. Grant for macadam work 
on the East Point and the Green’s Ferry road; 
and $1,600 which was paid to Cox 
& Abbott for - macadam work 
on the Decatur road; $1,000 for the support of 
the chaingang during the month, and $250 for 
the almshouse. On the Ist of the present 
month $12,000 of the county bonds fell due. 
Of this amount $7,000 were cancelled yester- 
day, and $5,000 were not presented, and con- 
sequently were not paid. The money is 
ready, and when the bonds are presented they 
will be paid. The payment yesterday of the 
$7,000 presented and the readiness to pay the 
$5,000 when presented, leaves the county’s 
bonded debi $28,000. Of this $28,000, $13,000 
falls due on the Ist of November, 1884, and 
$15,000 on the Ist of November, 1885. When 
these bonds are paid the county will be out 
of debt. The floating debt amounts to noth- 
ing.

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THE ROSY SKY, 


Beautiful Electric Displays in the Sonthers and 
Weatern Heavens—The Aurora Australis. 
Everybody bas noticed the strange bright- 
ness of thesouth southern and western skies 
every evening forthe pastten days. Away 
after sun was down when <larkness had settled 
over the rest of- the heavens and the gloom 
of night had fallen thick, the south has been 
radientand rosy with a beautiful light. On 
the evenings of its first appearance many 
ns supposed that the sunset had dyed 
the clouds so deeply that they held their col- 
ors long after the floods of splendor had ceased 
The protraction of the uuusual brightness into 
the nighi, however, dispelled this opinion 
and some other explanation had to be sought. 
The wise men of the community solved the 
mystery by declaring that these were exhibi- 


tions of the electric force which plays so 
many tricks in nature. This is surely one of 
‘ts best efforts. The long arches of red light 
which shot up the sky in broad bands, be- 


tween which the deep blue sky and its stars

to chill poor humauity. Some authorities 
try to find adistinction betweem the aurora 
borealis and the aurora australis, but the 
best theories as well as_ the most 
accurate observations fail to sustain these 
efforts. The Arctic and Antarctic lights are 
of the same nature, and while the vorthern 
lights are more frequent, Commodore Wilkes, 
of the American navy, who observed these 
phenomena with the critical gaze of science, 
declares that he has seen as 
yorgeous and varied displays in 
ie southern heavens as ever lit and 
‘ified the north. All these effects occyr 
in the belt above the earth which furnishes 
the arena‘for meteorolozical operations. While 
itis very near the earth varied and so 
evanescent are its phenomena that all efforts 
to reduce them to the grasp of any ‘ixed laws 
have failed and astronomers can actually tell 
us more of the pianets which 
career millions of miles away from 
us than they caf of the events whi¢ OC- 
cur in the belt where the metiors and their 
electric influences piay their mad but Cap 
tivating antics. Itisa little remarkable that 
these displays occur in the striking 
form always in the fall, November being the 
best month for them, and that they come 
long. periods apart and then remain for sev- 
eral years. The most beautiful northern hghts 
efer seen were noticed in 1835, 1836 and 18357, 
In 18350n several nights in Novemberthe sky 
was flaming red, and fire alarms were 
sounded all over the country. The northern 
light.in its intense Brightness was visible as 
far south as Culloden, Georgia, whicd 1s on 
the 32-45 N. parallel. The effect of these 
electrical displays was more noticeable in the 
years named on the needle and other delicate 
electric apparatus than it ever was before or 
since. 

The aurora borealis could hardly have cre- 
ated as much sensation as the beautifulsouth- 
ern lights which bave just been illuminating 
our horizon. They have made a dozen even- 
ings radiant and caused men to drop the cares 
of the dead day to talk of this new, strange 
beauty far abovethem. They have lifted the 
thoughts humanity at least as high 
as the material heavens that 
arch over us, if not beyond 
them to the power that appoints the courses 
of the stars. Last might the sky was only 
faintly lighted by the aurora, and soon after 
the last of the lavish gold left by the sun had 
been melted in the crucible of the night, the 
crimson streaks faded too, and the pale light 
of a young moon was the only radiance the 
heavens could claim. evenings have 
gone back to their old fashion, a flashing sun- 
set dying in the folds of the clouds, and the 
solemn night falling over the weary world.

The Body Dec'lnes the Biggera Bond Settiement and 
Settles Mr. Berkeje’s Salary. 

The board of aldermen convened in regular 
session in Mayor Goodwin's office yesterday 
morning. There were ‘present, Alderman 
Lowry presiding, and Aldermen Healey and 
Mecaslin. Mayor Goodwin was absent. He 
was engaged in the superior court. The board 
deferred action on several matters, refused to 
concur in some and concurred in otbers. The 
resolution exempting the members of fire 
company No. 1 from streettax and refunding 
to those who had paid the same was referred 
to the tax committee, with the request that 
tnat committee ascertain how many members 
had paid the street tax. . 

There was non-concurrence in the council 
resolution granting the city engineer feed for 
his horse. There was a like action upon the 
resolution appropriating ten dollars to ben 
Tompkins for nursing a sick man; also upon 
the petition of B. F. Stockton for the refund- 
iug of three dollars and a half street. tax. 

WHAT WAS AGREED TO. 


The board concurred in the council resolu- 
tion fixing the alderman’s salary at two hun- 
dred dollars perannum. This refers to the 
alderman soon to be elected as successor to 
Alderman Lowry; also in the council resolu- 
tion appropriating two thousand 
dollars per annum to the _ benev- 
olent bome beginning January Ist, 
1884; also in the council resolution giving to 
Mrs. Connolly the necessary rock to builda 
sewer through her lot, the work to be done 
under the supervision of the city engineer; 
also in the resolution exempting the Atlanta 
Baptist seminary from taxation; also in the 
resolution fixing the salary of the chairman 
of the street commission at five hundred dol- 
lars per annum. 

THE BIGGERS QUESTION, 

The ordinance adopted by the city council 
several weeks ago submitting the question of 
the release of the Biggers bondsmen to a vote 
of the people atthe ensuing election was 
taken up. The ordinance was read. It re- 
cited the full facts touching the loss of the 
meney, and at the conclusion of the reading 
the board failed to concur. In failing to 
concur they declared that it was a bad prece- 
dent to establish and that they had nonright 
‘o adjust the matter until a proposition 
to settle upon some basis was 
submitied by the bondsmen. With the details 
of the loss many of THE CONSTITUTION’S 
readers are quite familiar. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. W. R. Big zers was city clerk, 
andthat he had about $35,000 of the city’s 
money in the Citizens’ bank when tbat insti- 
tution suspended payment. The city brought 
suit against Mr. Biggers’s bondsmen to re- 
cover the amount of the deposit and that suit 
is now pending in the superior court. 

TRE COLONEL SPENCER CLAIM. 


The board refused to concur in the action 
of the council in voting Colonel 8. B. Spencer 
$1,075 for damages sustained by him in the 
change of the grade in Washington street in 
front of his residence. Colonel Spencer will 
seek redress by bringing a suit against the 
city for $4,000. Before the Washington street 
macadamizing was inaugurated Colonel Spen- 
cer’s residence was even with the street. 
In improving the street the grade 
was changed and to-day the street 
is about six feet above the ground floor of 
his residence. Colonel Spencer sent his pro- 
test tothe city.council, andafterthe work 
was completed asked for an adjustment of 
the matter. A committee of councilmen 
was appointed by Mayor Goodwin to investi- 
gate the matter. They visited the premises 
and afteracareful examination made a re- 
port to the council. In that report the com- 
mittee declared that Colonel Spencer’s prop- 
erty bad been damaged $1,200, but asserted 
that it was fully $500 more valuable now 
than it was before the grade was raised. 
Therefore assessing his damage at $1,200 and 
his benefit at $500 the committee ,ad- 
vises that Colonel Spencer be paid 
$700, the difference between the amount of 
the Gamage and the benefit. The question 
was brought up for final action at the last 
meeting of the council. Colonel Spencer 
was present and stated that $700 would not 
reimburse him. Heintimated, however.that 
he would accept 31400. Councilman Ryan 
offered a resolution directing the payment to 
Colonel Spencer of $075, provided he would 
give. the proper receipt. The resolution was 
adopted, but the board of aldermen would 
not concur. 

THE MITCHELL STREET SEWER. 

The board postponed action upon the reso 
lution making the Mitchell street sewera 
main sewer and providing for the payment of 
its construction by thecity. They expressed 
their desire to have all of the papers touch- 
ing the case before them at the next meeting. 
The board adjourned.

THE SHOW TAX. 

Colonel Bob Hardeman, who, be it known. 
is bookkeeper for the state of Georgia. laid 
aside his columns of figures and remarked to 
a@ CONSTITUTION man thdt the show tax had 
been knocked into a cocked hat. 

‘How so” asked the bohemian. ; 

‘Well,’ he replied, ‘‘a month has gone by 
and we have not received a cent. In October 
of last year we received $346. We are now 
operating under a changed state of affairs. 
The law was amended at the last session of 
the legislature.’’ 

“What changes were made?” 

‘The old law exempted operatic, dramatic 
and elocutionary shews. All other shows 
were taxed $25 dollars or less, except circuses, 
which were taxed $100 perday. The new law 
taxes circuses $200 per day and exempts ope. 
ratic, dramatic, elocutionary, histrionic and 
musical shows, so the consequence is the 
sleight of band man is about the only one re- 
quired to pay tax.’’ 

‘‘How about nigger minstrels? 

‘*They are musical.’’ 

“And humpty dumpty ?” 

‘‘Humpty is histrionic, and can sit onthe 
wall free-gratis-for-nothing.”’

“The tax last year amounted to $8,761.50, 
something over four thousand of which was 
paid by the circus companies who showed 
on about forty days in the year, There were 
three circus companies in the state last year 
and this year there has been only one so far. 
The tax of two hundred dollars per day is 
a'most prohihitory and the shows wili in 
future doubtless dip down in a few prominent 
places and get out of the state as quickly as 
possible. You will see, therefore, that the 
circus tax will not be increased in the aggre- 
gate while all the other saows are exempt.”
